MUTILATED BODIES. 


TOKIO, May 14, 5 p. rn.—A corres- 


pondent of the Kokumin Shin-.bun of 


Toklo, who Is with General Kuroki, has 


made the charge that the Russifins mu- 


tilated Japanese dead at. the T'tlu riv- 
er. He says that when the detr.chm«nt 


of tlie fourth Regiment of the Im- 
perial fiuards which occupied Kansan 
received the counter attfick from the 
Russians three Japanese solfii^rs .fell 
into the hands of the enems* and were 
taken prisoners. The mutilated corps- 


es of one of them, named Tatsujiro Wa- 
tanate, was afterwards found, accord- 
ing to the correspondent, hanging to 


a tree on the bank of the Yalu. 


"The dead man's face liad been stripped 


of its skin, his stomach had been gouged 
out," continues the correspondent, "and 
his feet had been cut. The .mutilations- 
were horrible. It is -believed that the 
other two men met the same fate, but 
that when the corpses of the three were 
rolled over the bank, two went into- the 
river, the third man remaining."

contained many tributes of love and es- 
teem from her teachers and school fel- 
lows. 


The damage suits grew out of the 


Clifton avenue trolley accident of Feb- 
ruary 19, 1903. in which nine high 
school pupils were killed. 


When the cases were tri"d the trol- 


ley company acknowledged its liabil- 
ity1 and the jury asked simply to fix 
the amount of damages to be paid in 
each case, the only testimony uiken 
being to show the character of the de- 
ceasecf and the estimated future earn- 
ing capacity of each. In eyt:h cane the 
trolley company applied for a rule to 
show why a new trial shculd not be 
granted on the ground that the dam- 
ages awarded were excessive

Morton several years ago was sent 


to San Quentin from Santa Barbara 
for a term of ten years, but gained 
his release on a decision of the Su- 
preme Court which held that a man 
could not be found guilty of a crime 
upon the unsupported testimony of a 
criminal. He says that his "pai" went 
back on him at that time, and that he 
is not going to trust himself again, 
and if anything-of that kind is to'be 
done he will do it himself.

Tork, on the old homestead of Eliza- 
beth Fnrrlngton, stands the ruins e-f a 
little old Puritant church which

few decayed boards remaining 
are 


recollections that will ever live ever in 
the memory of feminine c'.ubdom, F iys 
the Is'ew York Dally News. 
It was in this little house that, in 
the early part of last century, a society 
was formed by some charitable and 
socially inclined young w<imer. which 
proved to be the nucleus of the. oldest 
woman's club in America.

that this mother of all women's clubs 
*till exists and is in a mos- flourishing 
condition.

ful over each other, to advise, caution 
and a.dmonis'h, if necessary or upRfu!. 
and we promise not to resent, but klnc!- 
ly and thankfully receive, such f7-iend- 
ly advice or reproof from any of oi:r 
members." 


Again, there is nothing in any of tbe 
records from the society's inception 
to the present time to show any club 
disagreements 
or misunderstanding*, 
the natural inference being, therefor", 
that this section of the constitution, 
too, was entirely harmonious.

The building con- 
tains accommodations for two hundred 
children,, and contains a diet kitchen, 
dining rooms, nurses'

sum mothers leave their .children of 
whatever nge in the care of expert 
nurses, who feed and care for them
